Noted Surgeon Explains His 
Statements on Cure 
for Cancer. 


(By the ABsociated PrcM) 
ROCHESTER, MINN., Sept. 28.— 
At a meeting of the general staff 
of the Mayo clinic, held a few days 
ago, Dr. W. J. Mayo referred to 
ri'cent newspaper comment on his 
remarks made with regard to the 
present status of the cancer prob­ 
lem, quoting him as declaring, 4n 
substance, that there was no cure 
for cancer. In the course of a lec- 
turo in London in July 'Dr. Mayo 
said, “Th»‘re is no medical cure for 
cancer," in other words no medi­ 
cine taken internally will cure the 
disease. Continuing, he sa4d that a 
great deal 
of experimental 
work 
was ill progress in all parts of the 
world, all of which gradually was 
adding important 
know'ledge 
con­ 
cerning this scrtous disease, but, un- 
'fortiiiiately, 
these 
investigations, 
w’blch have been made on animals, 
have not, as yet, any direct appli­ 
cation to human subjects. 
Dr. Mayo, in ills talk to his staff 
said That the cure of cancer de­ 
pends en diagnosis and removal at 
the earliest possible time. In some 
manner, the laity must be taught to 
understand these truths. Experience 
in the Mayo clinic has been that 
71.8 per cent of patients operated 
on for cancer when the disease Is 
still localized, that is, has not ex­ 
tended beyond the primary focus, 
are cured 
by operation, and the 
large 
majority 
of 
the 
remainder 
greatly benefited, and many have 
been cured even when the disease 
had ext*‘njed beyond the primary 
focus. 
Surgical operation is 
the 
onlv 
method of removal to be seriously 
considered, Dr. Mayo continued, be­ 
cause it permits removal, with the 
growth of surrounding tissues and 
glands that may have become in­ 
volved in the discase. 
The 
X-ray, 
radium, and other agents have a 
field of usefulness in connection w"ith 
surgery, but a p.atient should nor 
be subjected to X-ray, radium or 
other similar 
treatment 
without 
careful surgical consultation since, 
if such agtmts are used while the 
disease is still local, and fa4l to 
cure, the resultant tissue changes 
delay dependable surgical operation 
and may pt'rhaps prevent it. Radioth 
crapy and other treatment in the 
hands cf untrained 
persons, 
or 
those wbo.«e knowledge is limited^ 
to one type of treatment, do an en-* 
ornioiis amount of harm. Lacking 
knowledge, these practitioners are 
not able to d4fferentiate and apply 
the method w’hich experience would 
show' to be the best method suited 
the individual patient. 
Dr. Mayo now permits these state­ 
ments to he made public 
in 
the 
hope of correcting an unfortunate 
impression w'hich has been spread 
by n»any newspapers in this coun­ 
try. S;n*'e his return from Great 
Britain he has had an enormous 
number of letters from persons suf­ 
fering from cancer, the letters con­ 
taining clippings from now'spapers 
in all parts of the United States pur- 
portine- to quote him 
as saying, 
"There i? no cure for cancer," with­ 
out reference to his basic statement 
that surscical removal does cure the 
disease. What Dr. Mayo 
actually 
said was “There is no medical cure 
for cancer.’’
